She was beheaded in the reign of Queen 

Mary, of England, in 1554. 

“Before Lady Jane Grey was 12 years oli, 
she was mistress of eight. languages, She 
wrote and spoke the English tengue with 
elegance snd accuracy. 
Latin, and even Greek, she possessed to a 
perfection as if they were native to her, and 
she had made some progress in Llebrew, 
Chaldee, and Arabic. Yet she did not, like 

some learned ladies, in pursnit of these ex- 

traordinary acquisitions, all into any neg!ect 
ofthose useful and ornamental arts, which 
are peculiarly to be desired in the female 
sex. The delicacy of her taste displayed 
itse!fin the variety of her needle-works, 
and even in the beauty and regolarily of her 
hand writing. She plaved admirably upon 
various instruments of music, and accompa- 
nied them with « voice peculiarly sweet.—- 
What an agreeable picture does the history 
of the earliest years of this interesting wo- 
mon present to our fancy! Though of noble 
and royal descent, she did not think that ex- 
cased her from the performance of her du- 
ties, or the cultivation of her mind. She 
was anxious to improve ber moments. She 
had a delicacy of complexion, and a regula- 
rity and composure of features, which ex- 
pressed the steadiness of her thonghts. She 
discovered a clearness of apprehension, and 
an solxtity of jadgment, which enabled her 
nat only fo make herself mistress of lan- 
graves, but of sciences, so that she thought, 
epoke, and reasoned, upon subjects of the 
greatest importance, in a manner which sur- 
prised every body. With these qualities, 
her good humour, humility, and mildness, 
were such, that she appeared to derive no 
pride from all her acquisitions. 

It was in the sommer of 1550, when she 
was under 15 years of age, that she received 
a visit at Broadgate from Roger Ascham, 
school-master to the Princess Flizabeth. 
He had become acquainted with her in the 
court of Edward the VI. and had been equal- 
ly struck with the greatness of her attain- 
ments and the sweetness of her disposition.
